We hav e had a beautiful illustra­ 
tion of the Democratic free trade 
ideas in a recent bridg e contract which 
was let at Duluth,” said C’.C. Prindel, 
of Duluth, to a Minneapolis Journal 
mau.

“Between Democratic demoraliza­ 
tion on the one hand and Populistic 
infatuation on the other stands the 
Republican ¡tarty calm, hopeful and 
confident. 
“And when, in the calm and priv acy

We have had a beautiful illustra­ 
tion of the Democratic free trade 
ideas in a recent bridge contract which 
was let at Duluth,” said C. C. Prindel, 
of Duluth, to a Minneapolis Journal 
man.

About the time the men begin 
to get time checke together with a 
demonstration that the scarcity of 
money and the dullness of business 
are due to Democratic free trade 
which we have and the Democratic 
free silver which they want to give 
os, there will be a marked diminution 
in the number of men who are talk­ 
ing shoat voting for free silver.

Charlie it a Pop, Sure. 
Charles A. Towne, who was nomi­ 
nated for congress by the Populists at 
St. Cloud on Tuesday, in his speeches 
two years ago said: 
“Between Democratic demoraliza­ 
tion on the one hand and Populist ic 
infatuation on the other stands the 
Republican party calm, hopeful and 
confident. 
“And when, in the calm and privacy 
of his voting booth next November, 
the patriotic citizen of Minnesota 
weighs the claims of opposing parties 
and their candidates, the memories of 
the glory and happiness under Re­ 
publican government will cause the 
follies of Democracy and the vagaries 
of Populism to kick the beam.” 
It must be galling, indeed, for a 
party to place a man in nomination to 
a position as high as that of congress­ 
man who they know despises them 
and their policies. 
The St. Cloud Journal-Press fol­ 
lows the matter up and quotes from 
a speech made by John Lind at New 
Ulm in October, 1888, in whieh he 
said: 
“Tear down the walls of every state 
prison in the land and you would find 
that 96 per cent of the population 
which you would release are Demo­ 
crats. All Democrats are not mur­ 
derers and horse thieves, bat pretty 
near all of the murderers and horse 
thieves are Democrats.” 
How do our Democratic friends re­ 
lish the above? 
If Lind held the 
above opinion of them in 1888, he cer­ 
tainly has not gotten it entirely out 
of his system at this time.

HAVE SUHR! NDERKD. 


Hon. Cecil Rhodes Inspires the Com- 
Addice o f the Native Chiefs hr 
G oins Anion* Thens Totally l e ­ 
ar ated. and It la Believed That 


the Surrender of the Mntabeles 
Is Practically I ^conditional. 


B uluw nyo, Aug. 25.—The m ission of 
Hon. Cecil R hodes to the M utabeles 
is reported to be a pronounced su c­ 
cess. 
T he n atives have yielded and 
the xvar is considered at an end. 
Ce­ 
cil R hodes inspired the confidence of 
the M atabele ch iefs by going am ong 
them unarm ed. The ch iefs com plained 
that ill usage by the native police pro­ 
voked the rebellion, and Rhodes prom­ 
ised them that reform s in this respect 
xvould he inaugurated at once. 
Earl 
Gray, xvho w as appointed to adm in­ 
ister the affairs w ithin the Jurisdic­ 
tion o f the B ritish South A frican com ­ 
pany, beliex’es that the surrender of 
the 
natives w as 
practically uncon­ 
ditional. 
The w ar w ith the M atabcles, which 
I toga n in South A frica early in 1896, 
in m any respects resem bled the early 
Indian xvars in 
Am erica. 
Several 
hundred settlers in the more sparcely 
settled portions of M atabeleland w ere 
murdered by the natives. 
Survivors 
iii the country districts quickly gath ­ 
ered in the larger tow ns aud lines of 
defen se w ere throw n up, w hile the ex­ 
isting fortifications 
xvere garrisoned 
as strongly a s possible. 
The natives 
xxere at first com m anded by a son of 
the late K ing lx)bengula. 
To the num ber of 20,(KH) they gath­ 
ered oil the hills around B uluw ayo, 
the principal to xvii. 
To a considerable 
extent they xvere actuated by a sort 
o f religious frenzy, but other cau ses 
are said to hax*e com bined to bring 
about the trouble. 
C hief am ong these 
xxere the xv roil g-do lugs of the native 
police and the inqiosiiion by the South 
A frican Chartered com pany o f a hut 
tax on the 43,000 huts of the natives 
o f Mn ta bole land. T his tax the natives 
sternly resisted for m any m onths, but 
the com pany insisted upon this rex*e- 
nue being collected and refused to 
make any exceptions. 
It w as not un­ 
til Cecil Rhodes, at this late tim e, to 
soii’.e extent under a cloud because of 
his alleged connection xvith the raid 
into the T ransvaal republic, conduct­ 
ed by Dr. Jam eson, cam e to the res­ 
cue, and started from R hodesia w ith 
an arm ed force, that the backbone of 
the rebellion xvas broken. 
B uluw ayo, 
Itself, w as for a tim e threatened xvith 
annihilation by the blacks, but ow ing 
to the brave defense m ade by Its citi­ 
zens, and the tim ely advance of the 
colum n headed by Cecil Rhodes, the 
state o f siege xvhieh practically ex­ 
isted. xx*ns broken and the M atabcles 
xvere gradually forced back from the 
hills surrounding the m etropolis of 
M atabeleland to their old resorts aud 
finally surrendered.

A F arm er T e lls H aw W h eat Ca 
M ade ta Pay. 
It has lieen a question with many 
farm ers within the 
past few years 
whether or not to quit the raising of 
w* I leat and turn their attention to some 
other better paying crop, lf the farm er 
decides that he m ust raise wheat, he 
must study the conditions under which 
it can be done at a profit. W ith the im­ 
proved machinery of the present day, 
the cost of production is greitly less­ 
ened, aud if, with improved culture 
aud seed, he can produce two heads 
of wheat containing twice or thrice the 
number of grains w here but one head 
formerly grew, the question is readily 
solved. W here lifteeu to twenty bush­ 
els of wheat were produced, which sold 
for from MO cents to $1 a bushel, the 
only remedy now is to double the yield 
under the conditions named, and the 
profit side looms up grandly. But can 
this lie done? W hat one man has ac­ 
complished, another can do tinder like 
circumstances, aud if friend Terry can 
raise from forty to fifty bushels lier 
acre, as he did last year, others can do 
likewise under like conditions. 
The 
thing to do, then, is to farm better. 
Not quit the raising of wheat, but raise 
it under 
more 
favorable conditions. 


Seed C a n . 
*., - 
The practice is common a rn 
jog farm­ 
ers, even among those the most ad­ 
vanced, to select seed from the body of 
the ear, and to discard the small grains 
that grow on the tips and butts of the 
ears. They do so from the conviction 
that 
like 
produces 
like, and 
that 
stronger plants 
should 
be obtained 
from tin.- larger grains. If, however, 
such a practice were persevered in 
front year to year, it would result in 
the production of ears with few grains 
of corn on the tips or no ie at all, for 
the distance of a full loch from the 
end of the ear. It has 
been ascer­ 
tained from experiment that corn pro­ 
duced from the butt-grains comes first 
in tassel; that I rom the body grains 
tassel next, and corn from the tip 
grains last of all. The difference be­ 
tween the 
periods of 
tasseling will 
average a week op ten days. This Is 
nature's method of providing an abund­ 
ance of pollen, to complete the fertili­ 
zation of all the grains on the ear. It 
limy not lie wise to plant all the small 
grains from the tips of the ears, as 
there would then Im* a danger that the 
corn would lie too thick. This diffi­ 
culty may Im* obviated by running the 
seed through a sieve, with meshes of 
suitable size, after the corn has been 
shelled.

EnRllnh E xp erim en t* W ith a Suit- 
m a rin e T orpedo Hon!. 
W hat Is described as a very suc­ 
cessful series of experiments was made 
in London the other day with a work­ 
ing model of a new submarine inuit, 
which will I m* about ninety feet long, 
with proportionate depth and beam. 
The model, of camise, has tin* usual 
water-tight compartments and a false 
keel. to be detached iii case of an 
emergency, such as the sudden need of 
additional buoyancy. The propelling 
I tower is electricity, supplied from stor­ 
age cells specially designed for subma­ 
rine service—the propeller iK'ing a sin­ 
gle screw*. The cells are packed on 
each side of tho hull, leaving the cen­ 
tral part free for the service of the 
crew* and tin* working of the ship. rl he 
air supply lets been tile special subject 
of investigation by the inventor, who 
has devised a means by which it can 
lie purified, and the loss of oxygen so 
made good that tlie crew will be able 
to stay under water, according to bis 
calculations, for a week. The vessel, 
has two conning towers. Iii the fore­ 
most all the gear is mounted for steer­ 
ing, putting tho machinery in or out of 
action, supplying the air, turning on 
the lights, causing the vessel to de- 
Brummond in j soend or ascend, or discharging hor 
torpedoes, the tubes for which are on 
each side of the bow. The after con­ 
ning tower enables any of the crew to 
get out of the vessel w hen under w ater 
for repairing or other purposes. The 
model, brighly illuminated by incan- 
descents. dived 
into 
the water, re­ 
mained submerged at two, three or 
four feet, ascended 
and 
descended 
slowly or rapidly, and depressed child­ 
lier bow or stern at will. It was evi­

increase of profits. It may not be very 
consoling to the farm er to know that 
the tinting millions have eheap bread 
at his expense, yet he should remember 
that he large enjoys the productions of 
cheap latxir in his sugar, at from 3 
cents to 5 cents a pound; nails, at from 
ii cents to 3 cents a pound; calico, at 
from 3 cents to 5 cents a yard, aud 
other commodities 
in 
proportion, so 
that 50cent wheat will buy nearly, if 
not quite as much 
as 
he formerly 
knight with his dollar wheat. Every­ 
thing except the trusts aud combines 
(aud we are in doubt if they should be 
excepted) tends to cheapen production, 
and the production of wheat is no ex­ 
ception. So, to keep pace with the on­ 
ward strides of business competition 
the farm er must double the production 
per acre, lessen the cost and improve 
in the quality of the grain. To do this 
he must study the conditions and re­ 
quirements of the soil, aud if the ele­ 
ments are wanting that go to make 
a large yield they must Ik* supplied. 
He must next study the hest conditions 
iii which the soil must be put, and run 
not needless risks, but personally see 
that the required conditions are com­ 
plied 
with. such 
as 
drainage and 
thorough 
preparation. 
Hood 
seed 
should next claim his attention, for 
if like produces like, to produce the 
k*st yield lie must sow the k*st seed 
obtainable. 
W ith 
these* 
conditions 
faithfully followed there is no reason 
to abandon the cultivation of wheat 
because it is not a paying crop.-J. T.

A C heap Silo. 
The Colorado S ta t: experiment sta ­ 
tion has tested a very cheap method 
of silo construction, and Brof. W. W. 
Cooke furnishes the following particu­ 
lars: Our soil here is almost perfectly 
d’*y when not Irrigated, so we were 
able to dig eight feet into it without 
fear of w ater ever troubling us. This 
is the teal secret of the cheapness of 
our silo. A fter digging the hole by 
plow aud scraper in a side bill 8 feet 
a t rear aud six feet In front at d tw en­ 
ty-two feet square, we laid a 2x8 sill. 
so as to make our silo twenty feet 
square on the inside; 2x8 studding, two 
feet apart and twelve feet high, with a 
2x8 plate, formed the skeleton, and 
this was lined with one thickness of 
one-inch 
unpinned 
and 
unmatched 
iKiards. and one thickness of tarred pa­ 
per. The diMirs are on the lower side, 
ii ml begin alsiut four feet from the top 
and extend to within three and one- 
half feet of the bottom. A passage 
way is dug out at this depth in the dirt 
outside. The silo has 110 roof w hatev­ 
er. A layer of straw* is put on top of 
the ensilage, and then the dirt from the 
sides shoveled on to the straw, to 
make a six-inch layer. This is suffi­ 
cient to keep out frost and absorb the 
heaviest rains and snow* that ever oc­ 
cur in this region. When the ensilage 
is fed out in freezing weather, a layer 
of jKiles is put fiat over the top and the 
straw* from the silo put on top of this. 
We have thus fed the ensilage without 
freezing, with nothing but a canvas 
over the door when the mercury was 
23 below* z ***o. The total cost of the 
silo, exclusive of lalior. was $42; capac­ 
ity, sixty-four tons.—Indiana Farm er. 


S lid e fo r F arm Gate. 
The cut shows a handy slide for a 
farm gate. It is easy to open while on 


horseback. The spring should be made 
of tough heartwood. We have one of 
these gates which has been in use for 
over fifteen years.—K. A. Hayne, in 
Practical Farm er. 


H arventlasr P o ta to es. 
Tim* early-planted potatoes should be 
planted as soon as jiossible after their 
tops have died down, for the reason 
that if not dry then the crop will be 
smothered with weeds so as to make 
later harvesting more expensive. Care 
is. however, required iu handling the 
potatoes when first dug. A correspond­ 
ent of that sterling farm paper, the 
American Cultivator, calls attention to 
the following timely fact: The skin 
of the jKitato is tender, and if broken 
the tuber is very likely to rot. When 
dug, tile potatoes should be put iu not 
very large heaps and covered only 
with straw*, more to protect the pota­ 
toes from the sun than for any other 
purpose. On no account should pota­ 
toes lie covered with earth, as the con­ 
finement of air will cause the tubers 
to heat and rot. Neither should iiota- 
to tops Im* used as covering, as the fun­ 
gus of rot may have affected the leaf, 
and any rain will wash it down among 
the potatoes. Most of the early crop of 
IKitatoes are drawn to market from the 
fields and are peddled out, as few deal­ 
ers like to handle large quantities on 
account of danger of rot. As the sea­ 
son advances and the potato skin hard 
ens this danger decteases.

T h o O rigin o f Corn. 
In view* of the general distribution of 
corn in the United States and its im­ 
mense value as a grain crop, it is sin­ 
gular that so little is generally known 
as to its origin. Mr. J. W. Harshberg- 
er has recently made a contribution to 
the history of the plant, under the fol­ 
lowing heads: Botany, origin, geo­ 
graphical distribution, chemistry, util­ 
ity. etc., entitled, "Contributions from 
tile Botanic laboratory cf the Univers­ 
ity of Pennsylvania," which is, per­ 
ils ps, the most complete ever written 
on the subject. In this notice of it, wre 
deal only with the question of the ori­ 
gin of corn. The author believes it to 
have originated in Mexico at the eleva­ 
tion of 4,500 feet above the sea level 
and south of twenty-two degrees north 
latitude, at about the beginning of th* 
present eta.

Setting; S tra w b erry P inata. 
Prof. Maynard writes to the Rural 
. New Y'orker that straw berries may be 
successfully aud profitably planted in 
I August, but success requires the fol­ 
lowing conditions: One, strong, well- 
1 rooted layers or letted plants; two, a 
moist time at planting; three, a very 
; rich soil; four, thorough cultivation; 
five. plants costing more than $5 per 
UKK); and. six. planted not later than 
Aug. 15. Many of these conditions. 
However, are rather difficult to provide; 
for instance, strong, early plants. In a 
dry time few runners are made until 
the last of July, or first of August. 
Potted plants cannot be bought for $5 
]M*r 1,000. but in ease one has a spring­ 
ed plantation on Hie grounds, they 
may Im? grown so as not to cost more 
than the above figure. Plants should 
be sot iii rows or betis ten inches to 
one foot apart, with paths between, 
md no runners be allowed to grow, for, 
at this late date, the runners that do i 
start, if allowed to root, will develop 
but few fruit stalks, and the parent 
plants will be weakened by growth. 


P lo w t’p th e Old F ield*. 
There are too many acres of worn-out 
»od on the farm s of the country, par­ 
ticularly in the long-settled portions. 
Ute sooner such sod is plowed up the 
better, As soon as the hay is off. turn 
.t over. This early plowing of the land 
permits the raising of a catch crop in 
die fall in either barley for fodder, 


F arm Note*. 
Never plow freshly-spread manure 
under. 
Stir up the grain in the bins, and pnt 
in a few* dried bricks, and thus prevent 
mustiness. 
Careless or unskillful stacking Is a 
sure way of giving something for noth­ 
ing. 
Cruelty to farm machinery is not so 
inhuman as cruelty to dumb animals, 
but It is w’oefully expensive. 
The best-paying cjeps are grown, not 
by the farm er with the richest soil, but 
by the one with the longest head. 
The cool hour after supper is a good 
time to touch up the garden a'bit, with 
a well filed hoe. 
Kill m yriads of next year’s weeds 
now by preventing the maturing of 
w*eed seeds, in the fields, fence corners 
and by-places. 
When the land is too rough or brok­ 
en to be cultivated to advantage, it 
will be found a good plan to set out 
trees. 
Unless there Is danger from the dis­ 
ease of potato rot, the potatoes will 
keep as well as anywhere if left in the 
ground until cool weather. 
No work about the farm gives more 
solid and lasting satisfaction than a 
day or two spent in fixing up the 
grounds around the buildings. 
Having a heavy growth of clover or 
peas on the land, would it be advisable 
to turn it all under just before seeding 
the wheat? 
How do you manage rolling or hill 
land to prevent loss from the washing 
aw ay of soil, when under cultivation? 
How do you make it retain moisture in 
time of drouth? 
Experiments show that while bisul­

W lint It M eans to R an a II a Re Ma­ 
c h in e a t S ixty M iles a a Hour. 
At sixty miles an hour the resistance 
of a train is four tin es as great as it is 
at thirty miles—that is, the fuel must 
he four times as great in the one ease 
as it is in the other. But at sixty miles 
an hour this fuel must be exerted for 
a given distance in half the tim e that 
it is at thirty miles, so th at the 
am ount of power exerted and steam 
generated in a given period of time 
must be eight times as great at the 
faster speed. This means that the ca­ 
pacity of the boiler, cylinders and the 
other parts must Ik* greater with a cor­ 
responding addition to the weight of 
the ma chi tie. Obviously, therefore, if 
the weight per wheel, on account of 
the limit of weight that the rails will 
carry, is limited, we soon reach a point 
where the driving wheels and other 
part* cannot be further enlarged, and 
then we reach the maximum of speed. 
The nice adjustm ent necessary of the 
various parts of these immense engines 
may lie indicated by some figures as to 
the work performed by these parts 
when the locomotive is working at high 
siK*ed. Take a passenger engine on 
any of the big railroads. At sixty 
miles an hour a driving wheel five aud 
ouc-hslf feet in diam eter revolves five 
times every second; now the recipro­ 
cating parts of each cylinder including 
one piston roil cross-liead and connect­ 
ing rod weighing about 650 pounds, 
must move back and forth a distance 
equal to the stroke, usually two feet, 
every time the wheel revolves, or in a 
fifth of a second. It starts from a 
state of rest a t the end of each stroke 
of the piston, and must acquire a ve­ 
locity of thirty-two feet per second in 
one-twentieth of a second, and must be 
brought to a state of rest in the same 
period of time. A piston eighteen inch­ 
es in diam eter has an area of 54 1-2 
square inches. Steam of 150 pounds 
pressure per square inch w’ould, there­ 
fore, exert a force OL the piston equal 
to 38.17 pounds. This force is applied 
alternately on each side of the piston 
ten times per second.—Ladies’ Home 
Journal.

Twenty-fivo hu ndred years ago a 
princess of tho royal family of As­ 
syria wroto a letter to a lady of the 
im perial cou rt, in which the latter 
was hau ghtily rebu ked for presu m ­ 
ing to u se the fam iliar title of “ sis­ 
te r” in addressing the royal lady. 
In Baltim ore an English translation 
of this letter was pu blished by tho 
Johns 
Hopkins 
u niversity. 
Dr. 
Christopher 
Johnston 
has 
been 
working for some tim e to pu zzle ou t 
the dignified term s in which one 
woman of those ancient days re­ 
bu ked another. 
The letter was not w ritten with 
ink u pon a sheet of tinted paper, as 
wou ld bo done by a fair ilamo today, 
bu t was inscribed in cu neiform char­ 
acters u pon a tablet of baked clay. 
It is in 13 lines, and the royal lady 
did not waste words to express her 
contem pt at 
tho o ther’s linperti* 
nonce. Tho tablet was w ritten only 
a fow years beforo the destru ction 
of N inovoh and tho overthrow of 
tho Assyrian empire, which is gen­ 
erally placed by historians as hav­ 
ing ocou rrod in 606 R. C. 
It is one 
of the few rem ains of that period 
which have come down to tlio schol­ 
ars of tho present day. 
It was dis­ 
covered a score or more years ago, 
and m any Assyriologists have tried 
tboir hand at a translation.

The only captain of a slave vessel 
who su ffered the death penalty in 
A m erica was captu red by a crew of 
which one of the m em bers is now a 
citizen of Cleveland, the engineer of 
the People’s G aslight and Coke com­ 
pany. 
“ The slaveship was the Erie, and 
|l was the last Am erican slaver cap- 
hired, ” said Mr. M atthew s in talk ­ 
ing abou t the historical even t “ She 
was taken off the m ou th of tho Kon­ 
go in the spring of 1861 by the U nit­ 
ed Matos sloop-of w ar Mohican. 
I 
was captain of tho foretop and of 
the starboard watch. 
The captu re 
was accidental. The vessels dealing 
in slaves wou ld slip ou t in tho inter­ 
vals between the patrol beats of the 
lu en-of-war, and they knew pretty 
yrell ou r habits. 
Bu t this tim e the 
Mohican was delayed two days in 
w aiting for mail, and going from 
tho island of Fernandizo we sighted 
a vessel m aking from the m ou th of 
the Kongo. We were flying a Frenoh 
flag, and the stranger floated an 
A m erican flag. We signaled for her 
to heave to, bu t this requ est not be­ 
ing regarded a shot was fired. Then 
sho hove to w ithou t offering re­ 
sistance, and a party sent aboard 
fou nd every ono dressed aliko.

was thu s some days before wo dis- 
covered who was the captain.

seamen were each given a year. 
“ Tho severe dealing w ith tho offi­ 
cers was du e to the intenso feeling 
on tho slavery qu estion, as the w ar 
bad ju st broken ou t.

m ate and the two men volu nteered 
J to enter the arm y and were allowed 
to go free. O u r lieu tenant, Du nning- 
ton, w ent into tho Confederate navy 
after bringing Gordon hack. 
“ Abou t three m onths beforo tho 
exjiorienco w ith the E no a slaver es­ 
caped u s by being disgu ised as a 
whaler. 
Tho sim u lation was very 
perfect, and on tho decks wo cou ld 
too even tho boiling vats.

tain showed papers which disarm ed 
su spicion, and wlion the ‘w haler’ 
pu t lip for the night at tho m ou th 
Of the Kongo ou r captain inform ed 
him that next m orning he wou ld 
come arou nd on a visit.

Tho books of tho United States 
treasu ry still carry an item of $1,- 
OOO.OOU which 
represents United 
States notes which are su pposed to 
havo been consu med in the great 
Chicago fire 25 years ago, says a cor­ 
respondent of the New York ¡Su n. 
It is known that there was $1,000,- 
000 of cu rrency moro or less in tho 
vau lts of tho su btreasu ry then and 
that none of it was recovered, bu t 
the denom inations of those notes 
and the exact am ou nt are u nknown, 
as the books of tho cashier were con­ 
su med also. 
There cou ld not havo been, how ­ 
ever, very m any dollars less or very 
m any dollars more than $1,000,000, 
and it wou ld sim plify tho accou nts 
of the treasu ry and save a great deal 
of labor to tho book keepers if con­ 
gress shou ld pass a hill or resolu tion 
recognizing tho fact that this mon­ 
ey is no longer in existence, for ov- 
ery day when the cashier of the 
treasu ry balances his accou nts he 
has to inclu de this item, dedu cting 
it, or adding it as the case m ay bo, 
from the am ou nt in hand. It appears 
u pon every daily, weekly, m onthly 
and yearly statem ent of tho assets 
au d liabilities of the governm ent as 
“ u nknow n destroyed U nited ¡States 
notes, $1,000,000.”

An Expansive Morning Blaze. 
A little before 6 o’clock this morn­ 
ing fire was discovered in the dry 
boose at the J. J. Howe Lumber Co.’s 
plant. The fire department at once 
went to the scene, but the tire had 
gained such headway that but little 
coaid be done except to stop the 
progress of the blaze among the 
buildings which had not already been 
ignited.

'TWAS EVER THUS. 
Bow a 
Princes* Colled 
Down A nother 
W om an 2,500 Year* Ako. 
Twenty-five hundred years ago a 
princess of the royal family of As­ 
syria wrote a letter to a lady of the 
imperial court, in which the latter 
was haughtily rebuked for presum­ 
ing to ase the familiar title of ’‘sis­ 
ter” in addressing the royal lady. 
In Baltimore an English translation 
of this lefter was published by the 
Johns Hopkins 
university. 
Dr. 
Christopher 
Johnston 
has 
been 
working for some time to puzzle out 
the dignified terms in which one 
woman of those ancient days re­ 
buked another. 
The letter was not written with 
ink upon a sheet of tinted paper, as 
would be done by a fair dame today, 
but was inscribed in cuneiform char­ 
acters upon a tablet of baked clay. 
It is in 13 lines, and tho royal lady 
did not waste words to express her 
contempt at the other’s imperti­ 
nence. Tho tablet was written only 
A few years before the destruction 
of Nineveh and tho overthrow of 
the Assyrian empire, which is gen­ 
erally placed by historians as hav­ 
ing occurred in 606 B. C. It is one 
of the few remains of that period 
which have come down to tho schol­ 
ars of the present day. 
It was dis­ 
covered a score or moro years ago, 
and many Assyriologists have tried 
their hand at a translation. Dr. 
Johnston, in working upon it, did 
not have tho original tablet, but a 
picture of it. The royal lady who 
wrote the letter, or who probably 
dictated it to her scribe, was tho 
Princess Sheruaeterat, 
a grand­ 
daughter of tho famous Assyrian 
monarch Assurbanipal, called Sar- 
danapalus by Greek writers, who, 
in addition to being a great con­ 
queror, was tho founder of an ex­ 
tensive public library and a patron 
of literature and the arts. The let­ 
ter is translated by Johnston: 
“ Message of the king's daughter to 
Asshur-Sharrat. Thou dost not prop­ 
erly address thy letter to me, nor 
use the titlo to me befitting my sta­ 
tion. People might say, ‘Is she the 
sister of Sheruaeterat, the oldest 
daughter of Ashur-etil-ilani-ukinni, 
the great king, the mighty king, 
king of hosts, king of Assyria?’ 
But thou art only the daughter of 
the daughter-in-law of the wife of 
Assurbanipal, eldest son of Esarnad- 
don, king of Assyria. ” 
Dr. Johnston suggests that this 
sentence was probably a crushing 
blow for the recipient of the letter, 
as the peculiar expression ‘daugh­ 
ter of the daughter-in-law of Assur- 
banipal’s wife’’ was most likely a 
reference to some delectable bit of 
court scandal in tho famous Assyrian 
empire. The doctor also said that 
the rebuke was a perfectly proper 
one from what is known today of 
Assyrian etiquette in letter writing. 
“If the lady, Asshur-Sharrat, ad­ 
dressed the princess as sister with­ 
out being so related,” said he, “she 
certainly committed a gross breach 
of etiquette snd was guilty of an 
impertinence which richly merited 
a rebuke. 
Even if she was actually 
her sister, it is doubtful whether 
she oould have so addressed the eld­ 
est daughter of the sovereign fami­ 
ly. We find a prince speaking of his 
father a s ‘the king, my lord,’ but 
never a s ‘my father. ’ And among 
private individuals, except in the 
case of near relatives, it was the 
invariable rule to address eaoli per­ 
son by his proper title, with the ad­ 
dition of the w ords‘my lord.' — 
Baltimore Sun. 


T H E LAST CAPTURED SLAVER 


T fU 
t Captate Sold to Baa* Baas Bat ad 
aa Badloo'a Island. 
The only captain of a slave vessel 
who suffered the death penalty in 
America was captured by a crew of 
which one of the members is now a 
citizen of Cleveland, the engineer of 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke com­ 
pany. 
“ The slaveship was the Erie, and 
|fc was the last American Blaver cap­ 
tured,” said Mr. Matthews in talk­ 
ing about the historical event “She 
was taken off the mouth of the Kon­ 
go in the spring of 1861 by the Unit­ 
ed States sloop-of-war Mohican. I 
was captain of the foretop and of 
the starboard watch. The capture 
was accidental. The vessels dealing 
in slaves would slip out in the inter­ 
vals between the patrol beats of the 
men-of-war, and they knew pretty 
well our habits. 
But this time the 
Mohican was delayed two days in 
waiting for mail, and going from 
tho island of Fernandizo we sighted 
a vessel making from the mouth of 
the Kongo. We were flying a French 
flag, and the stranger floated an 
American flag. We signaled for her 
to heave to, but this request not be­ 
ing regarded a shot was fired. Then 
she bove to without offering re­ 
sistance, and a party sent aboard 
found every one dressed alike. It 
was thus some days before we dis­ 
covered who was tho captain. She 
was manned by 15 men and had on 
board 890 slaves and three slave 
agents. 
The slaves were landed, 
and the slave agents and five Span­ 
iards who did not wish to olaim 
American citizenship were sent 
away in a tradeboat. 
Eight of the 
slaver’s crew were shipped on the 
Mohican, and the officers and two of 
tho crow were brought to America. 
The slaveship was taken to Liberia. 
“ The captain of the slaver was 
Nathaniel Gordon, and a year after 
his capture he was swung on Bed- 
loe's island, where the statue of 
Liberty now stands. The first mate 
was sentenced to ten years’ impris­ 
onment, tho second mate received a 
five years’ sentence, and the two 
seamen were each given a year. 
“ Tho severe dealing with the offi 
oers was due to the intense feeling 
on tho slavery question, as the war 
The seoond 
mate and tho two men volunteered 
to enter tho army and were allowed 
to go free. Our lieutenant, Dunning- 
ton, went into the Con federate navy 
after bringing Gordon back. 
“About three months before the 
experience with the Erie a slaver es­ 
caped us by being disguised as a 
whaler. 
Tho simulation was very 
perfect, and on tho decks we could 
see even tho boiling vats. The cap­ 
tain showed papers which disarmed 
suspicion, and when the ‘whaler’ 
put up for the night at tho mouth 
of the Kongo our captain informed 
him that next morning he would 
come around on a visit 
“In the morning he was gone, hav­ 
ing taken 1,300 slaves aboard. We 
sighted a vessel in the distance, 
which we pursued and found to be 
an English man-of-war also trying 
to catch tho ‘whaler. ’ ”—Cleveland 
Leader. 


A Ch I csgo Fire LesocJ. 
P Tho books of tho United States 
treasury still carry an item of $1,- 
000,000 which 
represents United 
States notes which are supposed to 
have been consarned in tho great 
Chicago fire 25 years ago, says a cor­ 
respondent of the New York Sun. 
It is known that there was $1,000,- 
OOO of currency more or less in the 
vaults of tho subtreasury then and 
that nono of it was recovered, but 
the denominations of those notes 
and the exact amount are unknown, 
as tho books of the cashier were con­ 
sumed also. 
Thoro could not have been, how­ 
ever, very many dollars less or very 
many dollars more than $1,000,000, 
and it would simplify the aooounts 
of tho treasury and save a great deal 
of labor to tho bookkeepers if con­ 
gress should pass a bill or resolution 
recognizing tho fact that this mon­ 
ey is no longer in existence, for ev­ 
ery day when tho cashier of the 
treasury balances his accounts he 
has to include this item, deducting 
it, or adding it as tho case may be, 
from the amount in hand. It appears 
upon every daily, weekly, monthly 
and yearly statement of tho assets 
snd liabilities of tho government as 
“ unknown destroyed United States 
notes, $1,000,000.”

“Gentlemen of the Convention; I 
thought that the seek Mon that the up­ 
per gallery grants, combined with oth­ 
er circumstances, would exempt me 
from any invitation to speak before 
this convention; but your repeated calls 
leave me no alternative consistent with 
irourtesy but to auswer them.

Illustrated by a Tourist W ho Insisted

WTby, man, I have faced the 
foe before now! Lead the way, I’ll

“So away we went, climbed the 
lip of the cup, descended into the 
fearful abyss and, though half chok­ 
ed with the fumes, saw all we wish­ 
ed to see. We were on our return 
when the mountain roared like 
thunder, the ground shook, a furious 
eruption took place, and myriads of 
stones were shot a thousand feet 
into the air. 
“ 'Now, signor, mio!’ I called. 
‘Stand your ground and make good 
use of your nerves! 
Look! 
Be 
steady, and you may yet escape. ’ 
“But the man who had faced mor­ 
tal foes quailed before the powers 
of nature.

Four Hour* en d Twenty-eight Minute#. 
The longest horse race in history 
took place at Deer Lodge, Mon., on 
Nov. 17,1870, a distance of 60 miles’ 
; continuous running, to test the stay- 
| tag qualities of two local horsos 
called Lizard and Billy Boy, and the 
, stakes were $1,000 a side. The first 
i riders selected were: For Billy Boy, 
Nat Evans, 80 pounds; Bobby Gra­ 
ham, 69; Eddy Evans, 75; for Liz­ 
ard, Tommy Woods, 82 jiounds, and 
Ben Phillips, 84, the intention being 
to chango every IO or 15 miles, as 
the articles permitted the horses to 
go as they pleased between start 
and stop. 
At 12:20 tho judges mounted the 
stand, called up the race, and pre­ 
cisely at 12:30 by the judges’ time 
! the horses, on the second turn, were 
off even on the race of 60 miles. 
I Both horsos led off slowly, Billy go­ 
ing at an easy lope, leading a length 
to the quarter post, crossing the 
stretoh a length behind. Time, 4:18. 
In the second mile Lizard was 
ahead. 
The fifth mile was made in 
8:16, with Lizard half a mile ta the 
lead. At the end of the eighth mile 
Billy was a third of a mile behind. 
Fifteen miles were covered in I 
hour and 16 seconds, both horses 
being down to steady work and 
sweating freely. 
Lizard overtook 
his competitor on the sixteenth mile 
and at tho end of the eighteenth 
mile was a mile ahoad. 
At tho end of the twenty-first mile 
Lizard had gained one mile and one- 
third. 
The horses kept pretty well 
together, Lizard still maintaining 
bis mile lead. The time ranged 
from 3:45 to 5:50, except on tho 
thirty-fourth mile, which was made 
by Billy in 3:20 and the thirty-fifth 
by Lizard in 3:15. 
In tho forty-sec­ 
ond mile both horses trotted consid­ 
erably, Lizard having the advantage, 
as ho compelled a lope from Billy. 
The backers of Billy, who had been 
offering largo bets, let up a little, 
but considerable money was still 
offered and taken. Billy was over 
a length ahead, but it was evident 
the attempt to get away from Liz­ 
ard and make good tho lost mile 
was useless, os Billy was going 
heavy and Lizard was as bright and 
springy on his feet as in tho first 
mile. 
In the forty-eighth mile Billy 
showed punishment and wanted to 
quit. 
Both horses walked past the 
judges' stand. 
The 50 miles were 
run in 3 hours and 35% minutes. 
Billy made a spurt on the fifty-first 
mile and wanted to quit at the out­ 
come, when he was bled. 
Lizard 
kept on trotting at a good gait and 
came in in 7:10. 
In the fifty-third 
and up to the sixtieth mile Lizard 
had it all his own way. 
Colonel 
Thornton, the owner of Billy Boy, 
was willing to give up tho race, but 
that there should be perfect satis­ 
faction sent out his horse, which 
made the fifty-fourth mile, but on 
the fifty-fifth mile showed such evi­ 
dent signs of exhaustion, having re­ 
fused all entreaties of the whip and 
voico to open a trot,'that be was led 
from the track while Lizard was on 
the fifty-ninth mile. 
The game little horse kept up bis 
gait, and he made his sixtieth mile 
under 8 minutes, and 60 miles in 4 
hours and 28 minutes, amid 
rousing shouts of the iCoor 500 peo- 
pl® 
remained to see the race 
out. He looked good for the rest of 
a hundred, and apparently did not 
Appreciate the blankets and ribbons 
with which he was in an instant 
covered as much as he would another 
dash around the course. 
Lizard 
made the last seven miles ta 32% 
minutes, miles not noted. Lizard’s 
average time for a mile was 4:38.— 
Denver Field and Farm.

Gray, who was api>ointed to admin­ 
ister the affairs within the jurisdic­

The war with the Alatabeles, which 
| began in South Africa early in 1896, 
j in many respects resembled the early 
Indian w ars in 
America. 
Several 
hundred settlers in the more sparcely 
settled portions of Alatabeleland were 
murdered by tla* natives. 
Survivors 
in the country districts quickly gatli- 
ert.d in the larger towns and lines of 
defense were thrown up. while tin* ex­ 
isting fortifications 
were garrisoned 
as strongly as pissible. 
The natives 
were at first commanded by a sou of 
the late King Lobengula. 
To the number of 20,000 they gath­ 
ered on the hills around Buluwayo, 
tin* principal town. To a considerable 
extent they were actuated by a sort 
of religious frenzy, but other causes 
are said to have combined to bring 
about the trouble. Chief among these 
were the wrong-dolligs of the native 
polii e and the imposition by the South 
African Chartered company of a hut 
tax on tho 43,000 huts of the natives 
of Alatabeleland. This tax the natives 
sternly resisted for many months, but 
the company Insisted upon this reve­ 
nue being collected nnd refused to 
make any exceptiens.

deep regret at the recent outrage*. 
There is no longer any doubt that the 
massacres were organized by the Turkish 
authorities and It has been ascertained that 
orders were only given to the Bashl-lta- 
zouks to cease killing the Armenians after 
the bloody work bad been going on for 
thirty hours. 
It is also a fact that hun­ 
dreds of Turks were brought over from the 
A*iutic side of the Bosphorus iii order to 
take part in the massacres ami many Ar­ 
menians were put In boats which were then 
run out to sea. 
Their fate is unknown,

The three men are strangers, 
well dressed and traveled in a buggy 
with a team.

W hat is described as a very suc­ 
ce ssfu l series of experiments was made 
in London the other day with a work­ 
ing model of a new submarine boat, 
w hich will Ik* about ninety feet long, 
with proportionate depth and beam. 
The model, of com so, has tiu* usual 
water-tight com partm ents and a false 
keel, to be detached in ease of an 
emergency, such as the sudden need of 
additional buoyancy. 
The propelling 
1 lower is electricity, supplied from stor­ 
age cells specially designed for subma­ 
rine service—the propeller licing a sin­ 
gle screw. 
The cells are packed on 
each side of the hull, leaving the cen­ 
tral part free for the service of ih<* 
crew and tin* working of the ship. 
The 
air supply lias boon the special subject 
of investigation by the inventor, who 
has devised a means by which it can 
be purified, and the loss of oxygen so 
made good that the crew will bo able 
to stay tinder water, according to bis 
calculations, for a week. The vessel, 
has two conning towers. 
In tin* fore­ 
most all the gear is mounted for steer­ 
ing, putting the machinery in or out of 
action, supplying tin* air, turning on 
tIk* lights, causing tin* vessel to de­ 
scend or ascend, or discharging her 
torpedoes, the tubes for which a re on 
each side of the bow. 
The after con­ 
ning tower enables any of tin* crew to 
get out of tlie vessel when under w ater 
for repairing or other purposes. 
The 
model, brigiily illuminated by incan­ 
descent*, dived 
into 
the water, re­ 
mained submerged at two, three or 
four feet, ascended 
and 
descended 
slowly or rapidly, and depressed either 
her bow or stern a t will. 
It was evi­ 
dent that great care and ingenuity had 
been exercised in working out details 
and the spectators present expressed 
the opinion that an advance had been 
made tow ards tin* realization of a pro­ 
ject that has fascinated inventors for 
centuries.

ero. 
1 have noticed, in handling Po- 
land-Chiua sboats, that they appear to 
have but little muscle, and are unable 
to make a vigorous kick or squeal. 
They hang limp end torpid in your 
hands, and do not seem to make any 
exertion, while the red hog will make 
a resistance that is worthy of adm ira­ 
tion. 
Now, there must be some c a u s e 
for this morbid inactivity of tne black 
hog.

A F a rm e r T ell* How W heat Can 
Made to P a j 
It has been a question with many 
farm ers within the 
past few years 
whether or not to quit tin* raising of 
wheat and turn their attention to some 
I other better paying crop. If the far in*r 
decides that he must raise wheat, he 
must study t lie conditions under which 
' it ( in is- done at a profit. 
W ith tin* im­ 
proved machinery of tin* present day, 
tin* cost of production is greitly less­ 
ened. and if, with improved culture 
and s«*ed, he can produce two heads 
of wheat containing twice or thrice the 
number of grains when* but one head 
formerly grew, the question Is readily 
solved. 
W here fifteen to twenty busli- 
j Is of wheat were produced, which sold 
for from so cents to .*1 a bushel, the 
only remedy now is to double the yield 
under the conditions named, and the 
profit side looms up grandly. 
But can 
this lie done? W hat one man has ac­ 
complished. another can do under like 
circum stances, and if friend Terry can 
raise from forty to fifty bushels per 
acre, as he did last year, others can do 
likewise under like conditions. 
The 
thing to do, then, is to farm better. 
Not quit the raising of wheat, but raise 
it under 
more 
favorable conditions, 
and instead of overcropping put in half 
tin* nundier of acres at half the ex­ 
pense and double the crop, with like 
increase of profits. 
It may not Ik* very 
! consoling to tlie farm er to know that 
tin* toiling millions have cheap bread 
at his expense, yet lie should remember 
that lie large enj*>ys the productions of 
( heap labor in liis sugar, at from 3 
; cents to 5 cents a pound; nails, at from 
I u cents to 3 cents a pound; calico, at 
j from :i cents to 5 cents a yard, and 
: other commodities 
iu 
proportion, so 
that 5 0 cent wheat will buy neatly, if 
! not quite as much 
as 
he formerly 
bought with liis dollar wlu*at. 
Every- 
i tiling except tin* trusts and combines 
! (and we art* in doubt if they should be 
excepted) tends to cheapen producth n, 
and tin* production of wheat is 110 ex­ 
ception. 
So. to keep pace with the on- 
i ward strides of busint*ss competition 
; tin* farm er must double the production 
jrei* acre, lessen the cost and improve 
in the quality of the grain. 
To do this 
I k * must study the conditions and re­ 
quirements of the soil, and it the ele­ 
ments are wanting that go to make 
a large yield they must Ik* supplied. 
He must next study tin* best conditions 
i iu which tin* soil must I k* put, and run 
not needless risks, but personally see 
that the required conditions are com­ 
plied 
with, such 
as 
drainage and 
thorough 
preparation. 
Good 
seed 
should next claim liis attention, for 
if like produces like, to produce tin* 
best yield lie must sow the Iwst seed 
• obtainable. 
AN' i t li these 
conditions 
faithfully followed there is no reason 
to abandon tin* cultivation of wheat 
because it is not a paying crop.—J. ’J’. 
llctherline iu Practical Farm er.

A Cheap Sil4», 
The Colorado Stat 
experiment sta- 
! ticn has tested a very cheap method 
j of silo construction, and Prof. W . W. 
Cooke furnishes th * following particu­ 
lars: Our soil here is almost perfectly 
d**y when not irrigated, so we were 
able to dig eight feet into it without 
! fear of w ater ever troubling us. 
This 
is ilu* teal secret of the cheapness of 
our silo. 
A fter digging the hole by 
plow and scraper in a side hill 8 fci*t 
a t rear and six feet in front ai d t\v«*n- 
ty-two feet square, we laid a 2x8 sill, 
i so as to make our silo tw enty feet 
square on tin* inside; 2xs studding, two 
feet apart and twelve feet high, with n 
” \S plate, formed tin* skeleton, and 
ibis was lined with one thickness of 
one-inch 
unplatted 
and 
unmatched 
boards, and one thickness of tarred pa­ 
per. 
Tlie doors are on the lower side, 
and begin about four feet from the top 
and extend to within three and one- 
half feet of the bottom. 
A passage 
way is dug out at this depth in the dirt 
outside. 
The silo has no roof whatev­ 
er. 
A layer of straw is put on top of 
the ensilage, and then tin* dirt from the 
sides 
shoveled on to tin* straw , 
to 
make a six-inch layer. 
This is suffi­ 
cient to keep out frost and absorb tin* 
heaviest rains and snow that ever oc­ 
cur in this region. 
When tiu* ensilage 
is fed (Hit in freezing weather, a layer 
of poles is put fiat over the top and the 
straw from tin* silo put on top of this. 
Wo have thus ted ilu* ensilage without 
freezing, with nothing but a canvas 
over the door when tin* mercury was 
23 below z *<*o. 
The total cost of tin* 
silo, exclusive >f labor, was .<12: cap ac­ 
ity, sixty-four tons.—Indiaua Farm er.

The practice is common among farm ­ 
ers. even among those the most ad- 
vaueed, to select seed from the body of 
rhe ear, and to discard the small grains 
th at grow on the tips and butts of tlie 
ears. 
They do so from the conviction 
that 
like 
produces 
like, and 
that 
stronger plants 
should 
lie obtained 
from tiu larger grains. 
If, however, 
such a practice were persevered in 
from year to year, it would riosult in 
the production of ears with few grains 
of corn on the tip.*> or no le at all, for 
tin* distance of a full inch from the 
end of the ear. 
It 
has 
been ascer­ 
tained from exiieriineut that corn pro­ 
duced from tin* butt-grnins comes first 
in tassel; that lrom the Imdy grains 
tassel next, and corn from tlie tip 
grains last of ail. The difference be­ 
tween the 
periods of 
tasseling will 
average a wi*ck oy ttai days. 
This is 
nature’s method of providing an abund­ 
ance of pollen, to complete the fertili­ 
zation of all the grains on the ear.

I cr lias recently made a contribution to 
tlie history of tin* plant, under tlie fol­

ity. (*tc., entitled, “Contributions from 
Hk* Botanic Laboratory ct the Fnivcrs- 
i ity of Pennsylvania.” which is, per­ 
haps, the most complete ever written 
on tlie subject.

At sixty miles an hour the resistance 
of a train is four tin es as great as it is 
at thirty miles—that is, the fuel must 


I k * four times as great in the one case 
as it is in the other. B ut at sixty miles 
an hour this fuel must be exerted for 
a given distance in half the time th at 
it 
is a t thirty miles, 
so th at the 
amount of power exerted and steam 
generated in a given period of time 
must be eight times as great a t the 
fast)*r speed. 
This means that the c a ­ 
pacity of the boiler, cylinders and the 
other parts must I k * greater with a cor­ 
responding addition to the weight of 
the machine. 
Obviously, therefore, if 
tin* Aveight per wheel, on account of 
the limit of weight that tin* rails will 
carry, is limited, we soon reach a point 
where the driving wheels and other 
partN cannot be further enlarged, and 
then we reach the maximum of speed. 
The nice adjustm ent necessary of the 
various parts of these immense engines 
may be indicated by some figures as to 
the work performed by these parts 
when the locomotive is working a t high 
si»eed. Take a passenger engine on | 
any of the big railroads. 
At sixty j 
miles an hour a driving wheel five and 
one-half feet in diam eter revolves five 
times every second; now tin* recipro­ 
cating parts of each cylinder including 
one piston rod cross-head and connect­ 
ing rod weighing about <’»50 pounds, 
must move back and forth a distauee 
equal to the stroke, usually two feet, 
every time tiu* wheel revolves, or in a 
fifth of a second. 
It starts from a 
state of rest at the end of each stroke 
of the piston, and must acquire a ve­ 
locity of thirty-tw o feet per second in 
one-twentieth of a second, and must be 
brought to a state of rest in the sam e 
period of time. 
A piston eightcea inch­ 
es in diam eter has an area of 54 1 ” 
square inches. 
Steam of 150 pounds 
pressure per square inch would, there­ 
fore. exert a force oi. the piston equal 
to :ts.17 pounds. 
This force is applied 
alternately on each side »f tin* piston 
ten times per second.—Ladies’ Home 
Journal.

Practical HlaU Aboat Fight 
la s the Peat. 
Prof. O tto Lugger, the sta te ento­ 
m ologist of M innesota, has been m ak­ 
ing an extended investigation concern­ 
ing the arm y worm, and has Issued a 
bulletin w ith regard to it, from which 
we take the following extracts. H e 
says th a t these w orm s do not do as 
m uch dam age as m ight be supposed 
from their large num bers. This is lie- 
* aliso a t the 
tim e 
these arm ies are 
form ed the grain is usually nearly ripe, 
or has been already cut. H e further 
says; 
“ W hen we look a t these worms, com­ 
posing such un arm y, we fluid th a t a 
large num ber are badly infested w ith 
parasites. One of every thr**e worm s 
luis 
from one 
to six eream-eolored 
m inute eggs fastened there by a com­ 
mon looking fly, th a t looks very much 
like a th rifty and overfed bolis** fly. lf 
you w atch these flies depositing their 
eggs you will see a peculiar and novel 
sight* 
They bustle around their in­ 
tended victim, which is well aw are of 
tin* intended purpose of its enemies, 
and tw ists and contorts its body iii a 
most violent m anner, at the sam e tim e 
ejecting 
Hie 
nasty 
stom ach 
fluid 
tow ard Hie torm entor. But all in vain; 
lK*f*>rt* long the fly has deposited its 
eggs and visits another victim. Sev­ 
eral other (hirashes are now exceed­ 
ingly numerous. T hese have a more 
cruel way of reaching the end in view, 
as they insert their eggs into the living 
worm. 
Those th at wish to see the 
actual struggle for existence should 
go to the trouble of going to a field in­ 
fested w ith arm y w orm s a t night tim e 
w ith a lantern. They would be able to 
see a large num ber of insects and an i­ 
m als come to the f**ast served to them 
by nature. 
“ It would take t*Mi much tim e to en­ 
large upon these points, but they all 
show th a t the arm y worm is not to Im* 
blamed for moving aw ay. 
Like in so m any other eases, an 
ounce of prevention is w orth a pound 
of cure, lf we look over tin* fields in 
which arm y w orm s are playing such 
havoc, we can soon trace th a t they 
cam e from a more or Iras well defined 
space. This space is either a low piece 
of laud, overgrow n w ith coarse sw am p 
grass, or it is a rem nant of an old hay 
or straw pile th a t ought to have been 
removed long ago. Such and sim ilar 
places are selected by the m oths which 
come from such worms as escape de­ 
struction to lay their eggs in. H ere 
the few that succeed in w intering over 
as very m inute worm s have an oppor­ 
tunity to grow and to produce the first 
generation of moths, 'which are never 
injurious. These moths, however, at 
the rate at which they increase, are 
perfectly abl** to produce innum erable 
arm ies later in tin* season, provided, 
however, they are favored w ith such a 
suitable condition as a wet spring. If 
we follow one of thrae worms we will 
see th a t it disappears from view in 
a I Knit four days from now. It forces 
its way into the soil, and by turning 
round and round it form s there a cell, 
in which it changes into a reddish- 
brown pupa, from which the m oths 
issue, and to show the pow er of in­ 
crease it is only necessary to mention 
tiny they lay about 7-"K> eggs, which 
hatch in alxiut eight days. 
“Now. w hat shall we do to fight 
these nasty 
w orm s? 
Now th a t the 
greater dam age has lM*en done, a real 
remedy conies too late. Yet there is a 
sort of fascination iii the thought flint 
we can kill imm ense num bers of these 
disgusting 
insects. 
They nearly ail 
move in one general direction, which is 
in our favor. By mowing off a wide 
sw ath lK*t\veeii the fields invaded, and 
the fields to which the worm s are trav ­ 
eling, and then plowing a deep furrow 
w ith its straight side tow ard the part 
to lie protected, we have an excellent 
trap, which can Im* improved on ac­ 
cording to the conditions of Hie ground, 
by m aking holes w ith a crow bar into 
which the worm s 
tum ble. 
In most 
cases this deep furrow or ditch is suffi­ 
cient, but if the num ber of w orm s is 
very great, a second parallel furrow 
should be made, throw ing th e earth 
over into the first furrow , for in so do­ 
ing tho prisoners are covered up and 
we start ti new line of defense. Many 
other methods are in vogue, but they 
are all sim ply modifications of this sys­ 
tem. aud any person w ith a little inge­ 
nuity can add to them, lf the furrow 
m ade is kept fairly dusty it form s a 
barrier which few can scale. 
“It is 
som etim es 
recommend***! to 
spray with P aris green all the plants 
in the way over which tho arm y worm 
passes. It seems to me that is an ex­ 
cellent remedy in theory, but I have 
failed thus far to receive any good re­ 
sults from it. 
“ F arm ers need not fear a repetition 
of the arm y worm for some tim e, ex­ 
cept the spring of 1SJI7 should Im* again 
exceptionally wet. The very great m a­ 
jority of these worm s ar** dmiined to 
die by their num erous enem ies; nor is 
there any danger that the arm y worm 
will ever ra t flax, a fear expressed by 
some people in their letters. The food 
of th** arm y worm s 
is 
taken solely 
from the grass fam ily."

P a rt of this w aste 
m ay be prevented by the proper cur­ 
ing and housing of the fodder; but if 
the fodder is put into the silo there la 
practically no w aste.—N ational Stock­ 
man.

All plants, including weeds, settle am i 
thrive w here the com(ietition for life is 
such th a t they can en ter into it and 
prosper. A g«Kwi stand of grass leaves 
110 room nor any hope for weeds. It 
is not in well tilled fields th at C anada 
thistles flourish, lint in neglected p ast­ 
ures aud by the roadsides. In the 
contest w ith the Im'M agricultural prac­ 
tice they cannot prevail. The rem edy 
for weeds is to keep the land busy 
w ith a good crop oil it, and this 
in«*aiis th a t the farn ors m ust give per­ 
sistent aud connected thought to his 
business, lf the (laisles crowd out the 
grass, it is because the meadow has 
bran neglected and the gross has Im?- 
gun to fall; and w herever there is a 
vacancy by the failure of the grass. 
every enterprising weed finds a right­ 
ful opportunity to establish itself, lf 
the farm er asks, therefore, w hat will 
kill the daisies, there is one answ er: 
B etter farm ing. 


M in te r Rye. 
W inter rye is a safe and sure crop to 
grow as pasture. W hen sown in Au­ 
gust it can 
usually 
In' (insttired to 
some extent th e sam e autum n, and iii 
tie* early spring i: will furnish a great 
grow th of pasture if rightly handled. 
W here grass pastures are not abund­ 
ant Uhs** univ In* spared uuHl they get 
: a good sta rt if th** rye is (matured In 
the m eantim e. W hen rye is pastured 
it should not Im* allowed to get long or 
it will form til** ear, and when it does 
tin* im pulse to grow is weakened. It 
is not generally known, perhaps, that 
rye furnishes an excellent pasture for 
milch cows, providing they are not al­ 
lowed to stay on it for a longer period 
than tw o hours 
a fte r 
the m orning 
milking. They will eat enough to lust 
t beni till 
noon 
in tw o hours. They 
should have other food in the after- 
n*x*n. or th** rye will affect tin* milk ad ­ 
versely. But if m anaged as desert Ink! 
the milk obtained will 
I m* excellent, 
and also abundant. And one of th** 
grand features about rye as a pasture 
is the fact I lint another crop may fol­ 
low it a fte r it has bran eaten off. 


R epalrlnu: B roken Tree**. 
E lias A. Long, in Am erican H arden­ 
ing', says th at afte r planting a blood­ 
leaved beech, a tram in plowing got 
beyond 
control 
and 
broke th*' tree 
squarely off 
three 
inches from the 
ground, so that it lay flat, the top a t­ 
tached to the root portion by a hi rip no 
heavier than a barrel hoop. 
Rraolving 
to save it if possible, Mr. Long dug 
down to w here 
the 
roots began to 
branch, and 
drove a 
strong, square 
stake six frat long close to the stum p. 
The prostrate 
tree 
w as lifted, the 
broken part adjusted, and the top tied 
to the stake. Then the broken place 
w as coated 
w ith 
grafting wax, four 
pieces of lath one and one-half feet 
bing were bedded In the wax aud kept 
in 
place 
by 
pieces of 
wire. Th** 
branches of the ire** wert* pruued lmck 
one-third. The beech grew beautifully, 
and in October, w hen the laths were 
taken off. the union w as found com­ 
plete. Two laths w ere replaced aud 
the tree banked up for the w inter, 
above the wouud. Three years now 
have passed; th e repair is perfrat aud 
the tree a magnificent, specimen. The 
stake still rem ains.

H o w to (Set R id o f W eed*. 
Correspondence Indiana F arm er: I 
purchased my 'a rm eighteen years 
ago, and. as it had bran in the hands 
of renters for a num ber of years, it 
w as alm ost a w ilderness c f noxious 
weeds, part of which I h a re succeeded 
iu exterm inating am! have subdued Hie 
balance so as not t0 dam age growing 
crops. T he w orst I had to contend 
w ith w as the cocklebur!*, which I h a w 
cut rely eradicated. I think the main 
point in exterm inating such weeds as 
the* cocklebur^ butter-print, jinison. 
burdock, and common thistle is to in- 
d nra seed to germ inate, and then d e ­ 
stroy before the seed ripens. I think it 
useless to try to exterm inate other 
weeds, such as ragw eed, sinartw eed, 
foxtail and m any other kinds; but I 
think they can be easily subdued so as 
not to injure growing crops. I exter­ 
m inated cocklebur!* by ti rat seeding to 
oats and then to w heat, being careful 
to plow nuder or mow down all grow ­ 
ing plants, following w ith corn, which 
induced the balance of the seed to ger­ 
m inate, w hen it w as easily destroyed 
by cultivator and hoe. 
B utterprint w as treated in about the 
sam e w ay, except they requite closer 
w atching, a s the seed ri(>ens sooner. 
The sam e treatm en t w ith jinison. but 
burdock and common thistle should be 
allow ed to grow unm olested until the 
seed is nearly ripe, w hen they should 
lie cut close to th e ground. All seed 
th a t chances to ri(M'ii should be g ath ­ 
ered and burned. All fence rows and 
w*aste places should lie mowed a t least 
tw ice a year, as it adds greatly to the 
appearance of the farm as well as in 
subduing weeds. In fighting all kinds 
of weeds in growing crops th at require 
cultivating, the best tim e to destroy is 
a s soon as th e seed germ inates and Im?- 
fore they begin to grow. T he Canada 
and R ussian thistles have not readied 
us yet. I can. therefore, give 110 jier- 
sonal experience w ith them . The prick­ 
ly lettuce is ju st getting a sta rt here, 
and I fea r it will he ii hard weed to 
sulMlue. In conclusion I m ay add that 
a sm all flock of sheep bas l*een a great 
help in sulaluiug weeds.

A correspondent 
of 
the “Indiana 
F arm er” says a few farm ers properly 
appreciate Hie value of rye. Its value 
consists in being an excellent forage 
crop, being more certain of a yield than 
w heat, better titan other sm all grains 
for seeding 
down 
to 
tim othy and 
clover, aud, finally, liraauso it not only 
is not hard on the ground but actually 
im proves it. From tim e to tim e I have 
grown it upon my farm and I find nil 
of tin* alleve statem ents true. I sow 
rye the first days of Septem ber—w ant 
to be entirely through by the 5th, drill 
in standing ra m at the rate of one 
bushel of clean seed per acre, using a 
six-hoed one-liorse drill. If it is a fa­ 
vorable 
fall 
you 
will 
have a fine 
grow th, and during M arch and April 
up to May lo th 
or 
15th 
you can 
pasture it iii uuKleration with ew es and 
iam bs, or calves, then take off and still 
have a fair crop. Your pasture thus 
gained will pay for labor and seed and 
the grain will be clear gain. I have 
done that and still bad a yield of fifteen 
bushels lier acre. t lr 
you 
eau turn 
your m arket steers on aiMiiit April 1st. 
keeping up their grain ration for a few 
days, and see how they will Improve. 
Rye does not seem to m ake them scour 
as young grass does at first; and you 
can have a m onth’s excellent grazing 
before the bluegrass pasture is ready. 
Then you can let it ripen anti fall down 
and hog it. turning on afte r the beards 
soften and by that m eans m ake pounds 
of (Mirk cheap, and the droppings aud 
decayed straw will lie of great value 
to your field and m ake a good prepara­ 
tion for corn. Finally, rye straw Iris 
(•onsiderabl** com m ercial value, espe­ 
cially to liverym en and nurserym en. 
To get that, of course 
it 
m ust be 
threshed aud the grain ground and fed, 
but to the average farm er keeping live 
stock, the great gain lies along the line 
in d ic te d above.—R ural World. 


A G ood T im e to B u ild Silo*. 
It is doubtful if there ever will be a 
tim e when m aterial, for a silo, m ay be 
purchased cheaper than it can now. 
A num ber of farm ers seem to be tak ­ 
ing advantage of this fact and getting 
ready to build a silo. F or the man 
who lias tile money, there is probably | 
110 boiler way in which he can invest it j 
than in ti good silo. W hether the price ! 
of b u tter goes up or down, we w ant to j 
get all the b u tter out of our corn th at j 
is in it; and there is no w ay in which 
we can do this except by a silo. 
Did you ever stop to think, in look- I 
ing over your com field, there are ju st j 
so m any pounds of b u tter in th a t field? ; 
If it all could be fed ju st when the j 
ear is beginning to glaze there would 
lie no loss at all. B ut as soou as we 
w ait a few weeks, and the fodder be­ 
gins to dry. there is not so much but­ 
te r in the field as tiler*? w as before. 
One of the things th at we do not un­ 
derstand is, w hy a dry cornstalk, th a t 
lias bran carefully cured, and will an ­ 
alyze ju st the sam e as a green one, 
will not produce so much milk or but­ 
te r as Hie greeu one. W e explain It 
by saying that th e succulence makes

T here are such men, but the num ber is 
not large. 
T he man whose work is properly 
planned can accom plish a third more 
iu a given tim e, than he who hops from 
one tiling to another, uncertain w hat 
he really m ust 
do first. 
M ake your 
head serve your hands aud heels. 
F all plowing, w henever nature will 
perm it it, is one of the m ost effective 
m ethods of com batting insect pests. 
By depriving them of shelter and ex­ 
posing them to th** action of frosts, 
great num bers will be killed off, w hich 
otherw ise would come out in the spring 
vigorous and ready to attack the young 
crops. 
T he chances 
in 
failure 
in alm ost 
every every other line of business are 
g reater than 
in agriculture, as 
the 
farm er usually can, in even the w orst 
season, m ake enough for his support 
w ithout cutting 
into 
his capital; but 
w ith the m erchant a bad season m eans 
an inroad upon capital for a m eans of 
subsistence. 
P lenty of clover will go a long way 
tow ard 
m aking 
a 
farm 
profitable. 
Think how m any w ays it can lie util­ 
ized—for pasture, for hay, for feeding 
the stock or feeding land, som etim es 
serving the double purpose of feeding 
the stock and then going back to the 
soil In til** m anorial product. F ear not 
raising too much; it will alw ays find a 
m arket. 


M a k e Y o u r W o r k m e n 4'onifnrtnlil**. 
A m anufacturer, in gossiping about 
the best w ays of handling workmen, 
says th a t th** nature of Hie floor of the 
shoji has a great deal to do w ith the 
am ount of w ork that is got out of Hie 
operative stj'.ff. II** was once struck by 
the difference iii the apparent activity 
of tw o sets of men working on like 
Jobs a t the vise in two roms of a large 
shop. On** was iii ail old building and 
the other was in one of recent const ruc­ 
tion. In the form er, I lie mon stood eas­ 
ily and naturally at their work, and 
showed no sym ptom s of a hankering 
a fte r a sent on the bench; while in the 
latter th e men were shifting their 
w eight from one foot to the other, 
throw ing one leg upon Hi** bench at 
every opportunity, and show ing evety 
evidence of foot-fatigue. The superin 
tendent guessed th a t the difference was 
due to the floors upon which the two 
gangs of 111**11 w ere standing. In th** 
old shop the floor w as of wood, springy 
to a certain extent and a |s»or conduct­ 
or of heat. In the new simp it w j i s of 
the m ost beautiful conelet**, an excel­ 
lent conductor of heat from the feet of 
the workm en, and as unyielding as a 
granite rock. So the benches in th** 
new shop w ere raised a couple of 
inches, and each m an w as given a 
platform of wood Hun rested on tw o 
cross-pieces at the end, and had a 
slight, spring to it. The fot-w enriuess 
disappeared alm ost at once .and no 
fu rth er 
trouble 
w as 
experienced.

Then every weed and su r­ 
plus grow th m ust lie scrupulously kept 
down, as everything th ai grows is con­ 
stantly draw ing m oisture from th** soil. 
If we can get the 
upper and lower 
m oisture in the soil to meet, the barth* 
is won, for the cultivation is favorable 
to the capillary action of the soil iii 
draw ing m oisture from below, and cul­ 
tivation will prevent its evaporation 
from the surface. If. however, there Is 
a dry streak of soil J* foot or more be­ 
low the surface, vegetation will suffer 
accordingly.

T H E LAST CAPTURED SLAVER 


Her* C a p ta in 
to H a v e I le e n H a n g e d 
un Ite d lo e '* In la n d . 
Tho only captain of a slavo vessel 
who su ffered tho death penalty in 
America was oaptured by a crew of 
which ono of the members is now a 
citizen of Cleveland, tho engineer of 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke com­ 
pany. 
“ Tho slaveship was the Erie, and 
It was the last American slaver cap- 
hired,’’ said Mr. M atthews in talk­ 
ing about tho historical event. “ She 
was taken off the mouth of tho Kon­ 
go in the spring of 1861 by the Unit­ 
ed States sloop-of-war Mohican. 
I 
was captain of tho foretop and of 
the starboard watch. 
The capture 
was accidental. Tho vessels dealing 
in slaves would slip out in the inter­ 
vals between tho patrol beats of the 
men-of-war, and they know pretty 
y e ll our habits. 
But this time the 
Mohican was delayed two days in 
w aiting for mail, and going from 
tho island of Feruandizo wo sighted 
a vessel making from tho mouth of 
tho Kongo. We were flying a French 
flag, and the stranger floated an 
American flag. We signaled for her 
to heave to, but this request not be­ 
ing regarded a shot was tired. Then 
she hove to without offering re­ 
sistance, and a party sent aboard 
found every cno dressed alike. 
It 
was thus some days before we dis­ 
covered who was tho captain. 
She 
was manned by 15 men and had on 
board 890 slaves and three slavo 
agents. 
Tlio slaves were landed, 
and the slave agents and five {Span­ 
iards who did not wish to claim 
American citizenship 
were 
sent 
away in a tradeboat. 
Eight of tho 
slaver’s crew were shipped on tho 
Mohican, and tho officers aud two of 
tho crew were brought to America.

Twenty-five hundred years ago a 
princess of tho royal family of As­ 
syria wroto a letter to a lady of tho 
imperial court, in which the latter 
was haughtily rebuked for presum­ 
ing to use tho familiar title of “ sis­ 
ter” in addressing tho royal lady. 
In Baltimore an English translation 
of this lower was published by tho 
Johns 
Hopkins 
university. 
Dr. 
Christopher 
Johnston 
has 
been 
working for somo time to puzzle out 
tho dignified term s in which ono 
woman of those ancient days re­ 
buked another. 
The letter was not written with 
ink upon a sheet of tinted paper, as 
would bo done by a fair dame today, 
but was inscribed in cuneiform char­ 
acters upon a tablet of baked clay. 
It is in 13 lines, and the royal lady 
did not waste words to express her 
contempt at tlio other’s lmperti- 
nonoe. Tho tablet was w ritten only 
a tow* years beforo the destruction 
of Ninovoh and tho overthrow of 
tho Assyrian empire, which is gen­ 
erally placed by historians as hav­ 
ing ocourrod in 606 ii. 0. 
It is ono 
of the few remains of that period 
which have come down to tlio schol­ 
ars of tho present day. 
It was dis­ 
covered a score or more years ago, 
and m any Assyriologists have tried 
their baud at a translation. 
Dr. 
Johnston, in working upon it, did 
not have tho original tablet, but a 
picture of it. 
The royal lady who 
wrote tho letter, or who probably 
dictated it to her scribe, was tho 
Princess 
Sheruaeterat, 
a grand­ 
daughter of tho famous Assyrian 
monarch Assurbanipal, called Sar- 
danapalus by Greek writers, who, 
in addition to being a great con­ 
queror, was tho founder of an ex­ 
tensive public library and a patron 
of literature and the arts. 
Tho let­ 
ter is translated by Johnston: 
“ Messuge of the king’s daughter to 
Assliur-Sbarrat. Thou dost not prop­ 
erly address thy letter to mo, nor 
use tho titlo to mo befitting my sta­ 
tion. People m ight say, ‘Is she the 
sister of Sheruaeterat, tho oldest 
daughter of Ashur-etil-ilani-ukinni, 
the great king, the mighty king, 
king of hosts, king of Assyria?’ 
But thou nrt only the daughter of 
the daughter-in-law of tho wifo of 
Assurbanipal, eldest son of Esarnad- 
don, king of A ssyria.” 
Dr. Johnston suggests that this 
sentence was probably a crushing 
blow for the recipient of the letter, 
as the peculiar expression ‘ daugh­ 
ter of the daughter-in-law of Assur- 
banipal’s wife” was most likely a 
* reference to somo delectable bit of 
court scandal in tho famous Assyrian 
empire. 
The doctor also said that 
tho rebuke was a perfectly proper 
one from what is known today of 
Assyrian etiquette in letter writing. 
“ If tho lady, Asshur-Sharrat, ad­ 
dressed the princess as sister w ith­ 
out being so related,' said he, “ she 
certainly committed a gross breach 
of etiquette and was guilty of an 
impertinence which richly merited 
a rebuke. 
Even if »lio was actually 
her sister, it is doubtful whether 
she oould have so addressed tho eld­ 
est daughter of the sovereign fami­ 
ly. We find a prince speaking of Lis 
father a s ‘the king, my lord,' but 
never as ‘my father. ’ And among 


as 
Nathaniel Gordon, anti a year after 
his capture ho was swung on Bod- 
loo's island, where tho statue of 
Liberty now stands. 
The first mate 
was sentenced to ten years’ im pris­ 
onment, the second m ate received a 
five years’ sentence, and tho two 
seamen were each given a year. 
“ The severe dealing with the offi­ 
cers was due to the intense feeling 
on tlio slavery question, as tlio war 
bad just broken out. 
The socond 
mate and tho two men volunteered 
to enter the arm y and were allowed 
to go freo. Our lieutenant, Dunning- 
ton, went into the Oonfederate navy 
ttftor bringing Gordon back. 
“ About tliroo months before tho 
experience w ith tho Erio a slaver es­ 
caped us by being disguised as a 
whaler. 
The simulation was very 
perfect, and on tlio decks wo could 
seo even tho boiling vats. 
Tho cap­ 
tain showed papers which disarmed 
suspicion, and when tho ‘whaler’ 
put up for the niglit at tho m outh 
of the Kongo our captain informod 
him that next morning he would 
come around on a visit. 
“ In tho morning ho was gone, hav­ 
ing taken 1,300 slaves aboard. 
Wo 
sighted a vessel in tho distance, 
which wo pursuod and found to be 
an English man-of-war also trying 
to catch tho ‘w haler.’ ”—C'loveland 
Leader.

treasury still carry an item of $1,- 
000,000 which 
represents United 
Status notes which aro supposed to 
have been consumed in tho great 
Chicago fire 25 years ago, says a cor­ 
respondent of tho New York {Sun. 
It is known th at there was $1,000,- 
000 of currency moro or loss in tho 
vaults of tho subtreasury then and 
that none of it was recovered, but 
the denominations of those notes 
and the exact amount are unknown, 
as the books of tho cashier were con­ 
sumed also. 
Thero could not havo been, how­ 
ever, very many dollars loss or very 
many dollars more than $1,000,000, 
and it would simplify tho accounts 
of the treasury and save a great doal 
of labor to the bookkeepers if con­ 
gress should pass a bill or resolution 
reoognizing tho fact that this mon­ 
ey is no longer in existence, for ev­ 
ery day when tho cashier of tho 
treasury balances his accounts ho 
has to include this item, deducting 
it, or adding it as the case may be, 
from the amount in hand. It appears 
upon every daily, weokly, monthly 
and yearly statem ent of tho assets 
and liabilities of the government as 
“ unknown destroyed United {States 
notes, $1,000,000.”
